LANS for the removal of the Ka- 


waiahao Seminary, the Pacific 
Theological Institute and the Mills 


Institute from-the center of the city 
have reached such a stage that Monday 
next the members of the Hawaiian 
B*ard will in a body visit several sites 
' which have been proposed for the loca- 
' tion of the first named institution. The 
•there will be taken under considera- 
tion later. . 


Negotiations for the sale of the three 


•ropertles which .are under control of 
the board and which tie In centrally 
located portions of the city'have been 
e* for some time and have taken sev- 
eral different forma. At one time .there 
rwemed a chance that there would go 
through an offer for the transfer of the 
•iaperties named to a trustee here, and 
tk« erection of buildings on a euburbaa 
cite for th* use of the schools. .Thl* 
.failed of realisation and now the board 
Has undertaken to purchase a site for 
the sehoete.

The location which has been decided 


w»on by the educational committee of 
the board hi a tract of close to twenty- 
's v* acres of land, «n the crest of the 
kilt at-Kaimukl, makai of the mala 
r*ad and fronting immediately upoa it 
This property also runs down on the 
far aide of the hill so as to give aa 
admirable front as well upon the Wal- 
la* Bay tide. The land lies well and 
«_ton levels for the erection of the 
framings needed for the 'seminary and 
•tier schools which may be placed 
then.

carried.on by the.real estate depart- 
ment of Henry Waterhouae .* Co. have 
b*ea with the educational committee 
a*d that body has recommended the.

under consideration by the 


members of the board, as there have 
been offered lots of ground at Palolo. 
Walalae and Kalihi, and these( will be 
investigated in turn. There ure' several 
places which have been under consid- 
eration, where the land is the property 
of the Government, and perhaps t}iesc. 
will be viewed and the final decision 
based upon these inspections. 


The erection of new buildings and the 


removal of the seminary at once has 
not been taken up, as the BOJ.M has 
decided to do nothing else than make 
the selection of. a suitable site at the 
present time. The King street prop- 
erty of the board, where the Kawala- 
hao Seminary now is, is estimated by 
real estate men to be worth at the 
least *30,000. and should this be soM 
there will be realized sufficient to put 
up all the necessary structures for the 
school. 


The property of the Theological In- 


stitute is placed at the same price by 
the experts who have_ viewed it, and 
as in the first case, should this be real- 
ized there would be no difficulty In hav. 
ling; erected the necessary buildings for 
the accommodation of the school The 
Mills Institute occupies leased land but 
there is sufficient value in the leases to 
render it possible for the school to have 
a new home If there can oe found a 
purchaser. While none of the members 
of the board will talk definitely as yet, 
It is known that there have been offers 
for the properties, especially for the 
seminary, and that these may lead to 
aa early deal, which will take the in- 
stitutions out of town. 


The change Is desired most for the 


Girls' School, but it Is realized that 
there are so many changes In the com- 
.munlty that each of the institutions 
would be better off if there was a sepa- 
ration from the business center. ' • 


The site which is offered at Kalmukl, 


and which In all probability will be 
that chosen, will cost the board about 
$1000 an acre, which Is generally be- 
lieved to be a fair price for the lands. 
There would be not more than six 
months elapse from the time buildings 
were commenced, if it was the inten- 
tion of the committee in charge to have 
a quick transfer,, so that there is a 
great chance that the New Tear may 
jjee all the schools under the care of 
the board "In hew homed.

Kuahua Island Will Be 


Used by Dr. 


Gofer. 


An agreement has been reached be- 


tween the Bishop estate and the Navy 
Department by which Kuahua Island 
has been turned over to the' Marine 
Hospital Service for temporary use a. 
a quarantine station. This does not 
mean that Quarantine Island is to be 
abandoned, but that -it has become ex- 
pedient to secure emergency quarters 
for use in case of necessity, which is 
likely to arise at any. moment now ' 
sintfe the new order sending ..United 
States transports by way of Honolulu 
Instead of' via Nagasaki. 


The'title to Kuahua Island, which is 


located near Ford's Island in Pearl v 
Harbor, is still in question In the 
courts, this being part of the land 
owned by the Bishop estate upon which 
a jury in Federal Court fixed a price 
of ?52,300. An appeal from that 'finding 
has been taken to the Circuit Court of 
Appeals, and until it is settled there 
is an open question as to whether the 
island belongs to the United States or 
to the Bishop estate.. Judge Estee is- 
sued an order by which the Govern- 
ment could take over the land in dis- 
pute upon the payment of the amount 
of the judgment to the clerk of court. 
This was done by Paymaster Hall of 
the United State. Navy, but the cheek 
was afterwards withdrawn, thongn th* • 
tender of the amount awarded or fb* 
jury was made to .the trustee* of fik* 
Bishop estate in gold, and by them re- . 
fused.

o* the appeal, a compromise wap agreed 
upon b,y which both the Navy Depart- 
ment and the trustees of the Bishop 
estate'gave to Quarantine Officer Cofer

The' necessity now for 
transp>rts stopping here on' their way 
to San Francisco has caused thl. new 
action on the part of the Federal 
Government. Transports from Manila, 


i which come here to coal instead of go- 
IrVg- to Nagasaki, are quite likely to ar- 
rive with a case of contagious dlseas* 
aboard, and unless some protection 
could b* had here the troops would not 
be allowed to land, ••H would be com- 
pelled to suffer 
th* discomforts of 


cramped quarters on shipboard, with 
land In sight. To remedy this Dr. Cof*r 
now will - be prepared to establish a 
ccmp at Kuahua Island, where th* 
men from the transport will b* imme- 
diately sent in case of quarantine, A 
large" number of service tents are now 
on their way to Honolulu tb be used in 
thl. connection aloo, and within a very 
Bhort time Dr. Cofer will be able to 
accommodate several thousand men for 
months.at a time If need be. 


This new arrangement IB very neces- 


sary at this time, because of th* health 
conditions prevalent In the Orient and 
the, Philippines. Both plague and chol- 
era are epidemic in Manila and already 
one or two transports were compelled 
to put back into port after sailing from - 
Manila for Honolulu. If a case of chol- 
era or plague should b* discovered on 
board a transport while near this port 
th* •hip'' would be quarantined her*, 
end the goldtern sent to Kuahua Island 
Into camp until the danger of Infection- 
had passed.

ENATOP. GEORGE R. CARTER, 
who for the past two months has 
been In Washington, first to give 


to the chief executive a personal opin- 
ion as to politics and people here and 
later to assist in the work of persuad- 
lag Congress as to necessities for 
. action, returned in the Ventura yes- 
, terday. 
Mr. Carter returned alone, leaving his 


family in the States for a time. He 
said he had enjoyed his. visit thorough- 
ly, and his appearance'shows It for he, 
looks even better and Is heavier than 
vrhen he departed BO suddenly. Sen- 
ator Carter was somewhat averse to 
talking of his experiences, but dictated 
the following resume of the impressions 
left upon his mind, relating to the re- 
ception given to him, and the evident 
feeling entertained toward Hawaii. 


"I am sure I do not know what would 
:be of interest concerning iny trip to 
Washington, unless, perhaps, the feel- 
ing that seems to me to exist there to- 
ward the Islands. 
' 
"President Roosevelt, of course, takes 


a keen interest in our welfare, and, 
from the first has been 'anxious to do 
«nly what is best for us. He expressed 
a friendly feeling toward the natives, 
and is anxious to see the Islands 
progress, now that they are an Inter- taUtee in the rush and hurry of the 
gral part of the United States, He 
wants \them to be homogeneous with 
the mainland. 
"The leaders in the two houses, not- 


withstanding that their time is so much 
occupied with large matters, neverthe- 
less are always willing to do what they 
can for Hawaii; and it is surprising to 
see the read'iness with which they in- 
vestigate Hawaiian affairs. 


"In general, the,impression seems to 


be that the machinery here is not yet 
running smoothly; that tbe Hawallans 
<3o not understand the attitude of the 
Republican party toward them; that 
the failure to legislate, be the cause 
what it may, shows that the peopje of 
the Islands have not used the opportu- 
nity that has been given them, and 
they certainly expect that the results 
from the next Legislature will be more 
substantial, and. the best interests of 
the Islands conserved by good laws. 
They expect the natives to take hold 
and work in harmony with the white 
people here, for if the past attitude Is 
continued, the progress of the Islands 
will be retarded and no good come 
of It. 


"The heads of the different depart- 


ments in Washington are anxious to do 
all .they can for us, but in most-cases 
they are not aware of our needs. In 
the Attorney Generals office, a new 
department of Territories has just been 
'established, and Mr. Russell, :the as- 
sistant in charge of it, Is, organizing 
and arranging all the data he can se- 
cure. 


"The Interior Department is taking a 


very great interest in our, land and 
water questions, and they recognize 
the necessity of going slowly, owing to 
our peculiar conditions. 


"In the Navy Department, people of 


the Islands' do not perhaps appreciate 
the hard work that was necessary to 
be done in Washington to. secure the 
appropriation for the naval station at 
Pearl River. To us It seemed as though 
that was something that was going to 
be done anyway; but as a matter of 
fact, nothing can be accomplished in 
Washington unless active and hard 
work is done, and Rear Admiral Brad- 
ford deserves a great deal of credit for 
overcoming the obstacles and discour- 
agements that attended the securing of 
the appropriation for this work. If it

EXCLUSION OF SNAKES. 


Since the correspondence/ between 


Collector Stackable and the' Treasury 
off) jlals about the exclusion of snakes 
from Hawaii has been forwarded here, 
Hon. "William Haywood has been seek- 
ing some departmental regulation. It 
transpires that the letter whicH Col- 
lector Stackable received, stating that 
there was no law to prevent the land- 
ing of snakes on the Islands was writ- 
ten by a subordinate who had not the 
time to inquire into the details of the 
statutes. 


Mr. Haywood has been taking the 


matter up with bis characteristic -en- 
ergy and It is pretty safe to infer that 
before long he will have a decision of 
the Department that the Lacey bill 
gives the Secretary of the Treasury or 
the Secretary of Agriculture authority 
to issue the necessary regulations. Just 
aowr-t»wever, the matter is in an in- 
definite state. 


The language of the Lacey act pro- 


vides that the Secretary of Agriculture 
may forbid the landing of birds, mon- 
goose, or any animal {hat may be in- 
jurious to agriculture. Mr. Haywood 
brought this fact to the attention of 
Secretary Wilson, who is not a lawyer 
and who thought that it would not in- 
clude reptiles. The Secretary thought 
Mr. Haywood should go before the con- 
ferees on the agricultural appropriation 
bill and have a specific clause insert- 
ed. This, however, is contrary to the 
rules of both houses, although it is 
sometimes done. However, it was only 
a few days ago that Chairman Mahon 
of the war claims committee was called 
down In vigorous language for such 
legislation in conference, and it would 
bt very untimely now to attempt It 
in behalf of Hawaii.

ruptcy through the Federal Court gets 
more headway, the credit system of 
Honolulu, already much curtailed, will 
have to be cut down to the narrowest 
limits. The bankruptcy scheme is al- 
ready catching on among Japanese 
small merchants, one in Lahaina being 
the latest to give his creditors a short 
shrift. If times grow closer, we shall 
probably hear of a good many of these 
small-fry tradesmen In the bankruptcy 
court, each with a more or less honest 
purpose to deal fairly with creditors In 
the matter of distributed assets. 
Times have changed since the days 


when the door to credit was wld*1 open 
to nearly all comers. One leading firm 
of Honolulu, engaged In wholesaling, 
Is said to have sent out bills but once 
a year 
Three and six month cred ta 
were In the ordinary course of trade 
Merchants found protection in the 
passport law and more in the common 
prosperity of the people; but there waa 
truth as well as humor in the current 
saying that no one could get away 
from the Islands leaving a debt but he 
could stay and pile up aa many more 
debts as he pleased. 
But those days have gone Into a past 
of many droll and pleasant memories 
and Hawaii is face to face with mod- 
ern business methods It cannot afford 
to take chances 
Between the law for

MEMOHIAt 
DAY. 


Thought* of tke Civil War are reviv- 


ed every SOtb of May when soldiers' 
graves are decorated. It shows how 
ilme 4s passing that tbe vast majority 
of those who remember the war at all 
have gone beyond our ken It is near- 
ing forty years since the last gun was 
flred and in that time a generation has 
reached middle life and those who are 
older are vastly fewer. Even the Pres- 
ident of the United Staten, If he can 
recall the war at all, must have, only 
infantile Impressions of It. 
But though memory of those times 


Is confined to tbe few, the lessons they 
taught are In the minds of all. The 
veriest school child knows that the 
war freed the United States from the 
curse of slavery and that, out of the 
conflict and from Its ashes arose a 
compact and powerful nation. We are 
accustomed to date our national ex- 
istence from 1776 but that Is 
going 


nearly ninety years too far back. Be- 
fore 1860 the United States was a con- 
federacy of sovereign States loosely 
bound by Federal ties; during the war 
it was divided between a confederated 
, South and a North infused by a na- 
tional spirit but uncertain as to- the 
ultimate result of national ambition. 
The nation as we know It dates from 
1885 and may be called "an indissolu- 
ble union of Indestructible States." It 
now tends towards a common, center as 
all substantial nations must and no 
part of It can nullify a Federal law. 
That, we take to be, the Chief benefit 
derived from the triumph of the Union 
armies and it was the end which Abra- 
ham Lincoln, in a world-famous let- 
ter, 'placed befort the extinction of 
slavery.

THE TROUBLE IN CHINA. 


The latest papers from China show 
that the rebellion Jn Kwang-Bi is mak- 
ing important progress. This province 
borders the Yangtse river some six or 
Seven hundred miles from its mouth 
and Is densely populated. Nat far away 
are Important coal and iron mines and 
an immense commerce passes through 
it. Owing to the latter the rebels have 
been able to collect toll and to supply 
themselves with necessaries of life at 
the cost, mainly, of the Hankow mer- 
chants. 
This rebellion does not seem to be 
a Boxer uprising, nor yet a part Of 
the reform movement begun by Sun 
Tat Sen. It is headed by a veteran of 
the Taiplng war—the war in which 
LI Hung Chang, Gen. Gordon and the 
Americans. Ward and Burgevine, dis- 
tinguished themselves—and has for its 
object the overthrow of Manchu rule 
in the south of China. In fact, the 
rebels wish to cut off the southern 
provinces and set up their own em- 
peror, whoever he may be, at Canton. 
The rebels style themselves Hungs, 
after Hung Psiutswen who was the 
originator of the 
Taiplng 
uprising 


which so nearly destroyed the present 
sovereignty. Indeed one may fairly 
call the trouble a revival of the old 
war 
How far it will go may depend 


on the skill of the leaders and 
the 


availability of war material. 
At the last advices, missionaries and 


others were leaving the disturbed area 
and coming to treaty ports, although 
non» of them had suffered physical vio- 
lence Apparently there is no antl-for- 
eljrn movement to fear, the rebels hav- 
ing a wholesome dread of foreign in- 
terference 
It Is even promised on be- 


half of the rebels that they will not 
meddle with foreign trade. The dan- 
eer Is, however, that the miscellaneous 
mob of raiders from the far interior of 
China cannot be restrained 
It does 


not take a Chinese patriot army long 
to become a mere horde of brigands—a 
weakness which extends even to the 
imperial troops which have had some 
foreign teaching

NUKUALOFA, April 25.—By far the

Her 
Majesty had been ailing more or less 
for the last two years, and during the 
last two months her illness increased 
so much that her decease *was not al- 
together unexpected. pYepp-atlons for 
it had been in progress for .Y i last few 
days.

will be Interred. The. vault will take 
some little time to build, and the mea- 
fakaelkl, or Royal funeral, will not take 
place until Monday next, by which time 
It is hoped that many of the chiefs and 
people will have arrived from vavau 
and Haabai.

Japanese Laborers 


Sought for 


Coast. 


A Japanese employment agent from 


California has been making the rounds 
of Iwilet and other districts of Hono- 
lulu populated with Japanese, offering 
the men opportunities to work in fruit 
picking and drying sections of South- 
era California, holding out the bait of 
wagea at the rate of $175 to $2 a day. 
The agent talks glowingly on-the op- 
portunities offered in California 
for 
Japanese laborers and numbers of them 
a*e understood to have been led to be- 
lieve the reports, and to have express- 
ed a desire to sail for the coast as soon 
am possible. Prominent Japanese, how- 


v 
ever, have counteracted 
the agent's 
work by telling the coolies that the of- 
fer of such wages Is only a ruse to get 
them to San Francisco, where they will 
be at the mercy of the employment 
agencies, as no such wages can be ob- 
tained by Japanese laborers 4n the fruit 
sections. 
The Japanese community is aroused 


«ver the departure of large numbers of 
their countrymen for the coast recent- 
ly, 'the result being that Consul Mifci 
Salto has personally endeavored to pre- 
vent his people from leaving Honolulu 
for such a purpose. The Hawaii Shin- 
no, the Japanese daily paper, printed 
both In the vernacular and in English, 
contains the following statement: 


"The fever of excitement and eager- 
new with which the Japanese laborers 
here attempt to migrate to the main- 
land in pursuit of better fortune is 
something akin io that of gold diggers 
after the rumor of discovery of a won- 
Ndnfnl placer. It is said, within the 
past two months, some 500 Japanese 
laborers crossed the ocean from here to 


_ the mainland, and almost an 
equal 
number of them are waiting for their 
chances in different Japanese hotels, 
among their friends in the city." 


The Shlnpo contains also the follow- 


ing: 


X "Shin Nippon, in last Tuesday's issue, 
reported that the agents of various 
steamship companies in this city, head- 
ed by H. Hackfeld & Co.. positively de- 
clined to BeH passage tickets for the 
coast to the Japanese laborers. When 
pressed for the reason for this extra- 
ordinary action, Shin Nippon went on 
to say, the bead man in the steamship 
agency of H. H. Co. advanced a most 
ridiculous plea that the agents had an 
order from the Japanese consul not to 
sell any tickets for the coast to the 
Japanese laborers, unless they were 
provided with tthe passport certificate 
signed and issued by the consul. 
"Since the publication of the above 
report, the feeling of Indignation and 
absurdity was felt among the better 
class of the Japanese residents, while 
tkat of surprise, anger and disappoint- 
ment took hold of the more ignorant 
class, and as a result it Is reported 
that many of them have returned to 
their old places, which they had left 
only recently with avowed Intention of 
seeking better fortune in the States. 
"Mr. Salto, the consul, when inter- 


Viewed' yesterday by our reporter on 
the -subject, most emphatically dis- 
claimed that he had ever given such an 
•order.' He called it an Infamous mis- 
statement on its face, since he had no 
\ uuch authority. All he knew about the 


affair was. that there had lately been 
several laborers applying for his 'pass- 
ports' for traveling to the mainland, 
which he, of course, refused to ia*uet 
knowing there was no necessity f«- 
such documents for them to travel fronV 
here to the coast In the course of 
further conversation Mr. Saito express- 
ed Ms great regret at seeing so many 
of the immigrants leaving the places 
where -they-wejt welcomed, to invade 
places where most likely they would 
sooner or later meet son^ difficulty, 
coming in contact with the white la- 
borers. 
' 
"The statement elicited 
from 
Mr^ 
Klebahn, the head of the steamship 
agency department of H. H. Co., by 
our reporter, is also widely different 
from the published version of our con- 
temporary'. Mr. Klebahn declares that 
he is at any time ready to Issue tickets 
on demand to anybody as long as there 
Is accommodation for them. As to the 
probable origin of misinformation, he 
volunteered the following statement: 
"For a statistical record or for some 
other official purpose, the Japanese 
consulate requested the agent sometime 
ago to furnish it with the list of Japa- 
nese people leaving here for California, 
stating their names, their object, etc . 
as usually such list should contain Out 
of courtesy t« the consul, the agent 
compiled with the request, but lately, 
owing to the great number of them 
traveling fey every steamer, it became 
a bard job for him to keep.- track of 
their .occupation, etc., for the report 
So he hit upon a smart plan by which 
he could escape this heavy obligation 
and yet satisfy the official 
mind of 
Consul SaKo. The Ingenious plan was 
to request every would-be Japanese 
passenger to call first on his consulate 
and famish the consul with required 
information before applying for 
the 
ticket. This novel method of registra- 
tion for the benefit of their own gov- 
ernment became very likely the source 
. of the present misunderstanding "

Mormon inhabitants of the town, Mrs. 
Smith fled with her children to Fulton, 
200 miles away. According to Alexan- 
der Smith, she was literally driven from 
her home. She refused to follow those 
who went west to Utah with Brigham 
Young, on the ground that they were 
formulating doctrines which were con- 
trary to her husband's teachings. She 
remained away from Nauvoo one sum- 
mer and winter, and then returned to 
the city founded by her husband, re- 
siding there until her death.\ 


To an Advertiser reporter, Mr. Smith 


explained last evening that his-.elder 
brother Joseph was now and haVbeen 
since 1860 the head of the reorganized 
church, whilst he and another were 
the two counsellors, all three forming 
what is known as the first presidency. 
Recently Alexander Smith became the 
patriarch or father of the church. Al- 
though the second son of Joseph Smith, 
the prophet, Alexander Smith is not in 
the line of succession to the presidency, 
the law of the church giving the suc- 
cession from father to son. 


"My father, under God. was the or- 


ganizer of the church known as the 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day 
Saints." said Mr. Smith. 
"He was 


called to do that work by direct reve- 
lation. The church was organized in 
1830 and for fifteen years of his life In 
the ministry the church increased in 
numbers very rapidly. We recognize 
the priesthood as taught in the Bible 
We have the Melchialdec, or higher 
priesthood, and the Aaronic, or lesser 
priesthood. 
The former have charge 


of the spiritual concerns of the church 
and the latter have charge of the tem- 
poral affairs 
At the 
head of the 


church is the president, and he is as- 
sisted by two counsellors. There is 
what we call the quorum of apostles, 
formed of twelve men chosen by reve- 
lation and ordained as apostles. These 
twelve *nen are recognized as the sec- 
ond quorum in the priesthood, and they 
have charge of the missionary work of 
the church throughout the world. Then 
there is the quorum of the seventies, 
evangelistic ministers and next to the 
apostle*
